| An official accoung of experiments 
carried out with mice te ind a cure 
for cancer by Dv. Thomag Lumsden 
at the London Hospital appears in 
the ninth annual report, issued on 
July 19, of the British Empire Can. 
cor Campaign, Dr. Lumsden found

Of 41 mico suffering from -spon- 
tancously arising cancer (84 (74.7 
por cent:) where cured by inoculat- 
ing refined, and concentrated anti- 
cancer scrum into the tumours; 

Of 40 cancerous mice treated as 

* controls” by inoculations of con- 
centrated normal serum not one was 
cured and all died of cancer. 

In a high proportion of the cured 
mice (90 per cent) it wa3 possible 
to show, that the mice had been 
rendered immune to cancer ag the 
result of the treatment. 

Dr, Lumsden explains that when 
‘an anti-cancer serum ig split. up 
into its different component parts 
all the anti-cancerous elements are 
contained in one particular fraction 
—namely, the Euglobulin fraction. 
By rejecting. the other useless and 
toxic parts of the serum it was now 
practicable to, give in this .form 
(Euglobulin) about ten times as 
large o dose of cancer, destroying 
substance as wae previously jpos- 
sible.
